STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the town of New Durham, in the 
County of Strafford, in said State, qualified to vote 
in town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Town Hall in said 
New Durham on Tuesday, the 13th day of March, 
next, at ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon 
the following subjects: 


Articles 1. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to hire money on credit of the town to 
pay its just debts. 


Article 2. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to administer or dispose of any real estate 
acquired by the town through tax collector’s deeds. 


Article 3. To see what per cent discount the town will 
vote to allow on property taxes, if any, and on what 
dates such discounts will be allowed. 


Article 4. To hear the report of the committee for the 
development of New Durham after the war and take 
action thereon. 


Article 5. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of forty dollars ($40.00) to the 
Lakes Region association, of which (1/100 of 1%) 
one hundredth of one per cent of the assessed valu- 
ation for the purpose of publicizing and promoting 
the natural advantages and resources of the town, 
together with other towns in the Lakes Region. 


Article 6. To see if the town will vote to accept Town 
Road Aid (T. R. A.) for Class V maintenance. The 
state to contribute two thousand and one hundred 
and thirty-seven dollars and_ sixty-five cents 
($2,137.65). The town to raise and appropriate five 
hundred and thirty-four dollars and forty-one cents 
($534.41). If Class V money is not available from 
the state the money in this article ($534.41) to be 
used on summer highway.

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Article 7. By request. To see if the town will vote to 
recind its action on having road surveyors appointed 
for each district. 

Article 8. By request. To see if the town will vote to 
elect a road agent. 

Article 9. To see if the town will vote to support 
United States membership in a general system of 
international cooperation such as that proposed at 
the Dumbarton Oaks Conference having police aa 
er to maintain the peace of the world. 


Article 10. To see if the voters can come to some ar- 
rangements whereby driveways can be plowed out 
and how such services shall be paid for. 

Article 11. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate ($12,000.00) twelve thousand dollars for 
snow removal equipment. Said equipment to be 
capable to handle any snow that might accumulate 
in town. : 

Article 12. To see if the town will vote to accept the 
budget estimate as recommended by the budget com- 
mittee. 

Article 13.. To raise such money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year and 
make appropriations for the same. 

_ Article 14. To choose all necessary town officers for 
the year ensuing. One selectman for three years, 
one trustee for the trust funds for three years, one 
library trustee for three years.

REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


Help the War Effort by Preventing Forest Fires 

No one is exempt from helping to win the war! 
Everyone, regardless of age, has his or her place in the 
overall effort! Some men, because of age, are called 
upon to bear arms; man ships, submarines and planes, 
minister to the injured and maintain morale. Women. 
in large numbers, are serving with the armed forces as 
nurses and members of the several women’s military 
organizations—WACS, WAVES, SPARS, ete. War in- 
dustry has taken millions of men and women whose ac- 
complishments have been the marvel of the _ world. 
Civilians at home are doubling up on their activities be 
cause of the shortage in manpower, purchasing bonds, 
assisting in numerous patriotic undertakings, maintain: 
ing home morale and, on the whole, carrying on with a 
cheerfulness and determination that is typically Ameri- 
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can. Yet, despite the time, thought and effort we are 
all putting into the war effort in general, we are, true to 
our peculiar American characteristics, heedless and 
careless about many important things and one of these 
is fire as it relates to our forests.

Horest fires require the spending of much money and 
material that might otherwise be diverted into vital 
channels. Forest fires are, for the most part, unneces- 
sary and avoidable for ninety-eight percent of such fires 
are, annually, the result of human carelessness—yours 
and mine. This can and should be remedied—Now! Yoi 
can Help The War Effort by Preventing Forest Fires!

1. Always be careful with fire in or near woodlands. 

2. Comply with regulations governing the use or start:

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(b) Administrative Problems 
As of February 1, 1945 


The teacher situation throughout the country as a 
whole is daily growing more acute. Despite salary in- 
creases in most districts teachers are finding more at- 
tractive offerings in business, industry and the armed 
services. Fewer young people are enrolling in teacher. 
training institutions. This means fewer graduates to 
fill the many vacancies occurring. In normal times a 
fairly large number of persons leave teaching because of 
age, illness or other personal reasons. Add to this group 
those who leave for work in more lucrative positions and 
you have an enormous turn-over. The districts which 
’ have the lowest salaries and the poorest physical facili- 
ties are the ones which are feeling the full effect of this 
situation. The other districts can obtain (teachers 
through offering higher salaries and better teaching con- 
ditions. 

The various districts of this Union have increased 
their salaries approximately twenty per cent. By soa 
doing they have been able to retain most of the teachers 
from last year. Practically all of the teachers are now 
receiving at least the $1,200.00 recommended minimum 
for this State for well-qualified teachers.

PART IV. SCHOOL PLANT 


The ceiling in the Ridge school has been put back 


into position and painted. The walls have also been 
painted. There are some minor repairs needed around 
the outside of the building. Sometime in the future it 
would be well to put a better foundation under this 
school and place the heater in the cellar. This would 


— 
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provide better heat from less fuel and would allow for 
more room in the building. At the present time there 
is considerable draft from the woodshed. Building pa- 
per is placed around the area every winter, but this isn’t 
too good a solution. 

The windows were added to the primary room of 
the Plains school last summer and make a vast improve- 
ment in this room. The whole interior should be 
painted this year and then this building will be in very 
good condition.

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PART VI. AUXILIARY ACTIVITIES AND 
SPECIAL REPORTS 
(a) Report of School Health Work 


To the Townspeople, School Board and Superintendent 
of Schools: . 
There were no epidemics reported in New Dur- 

ham last year. The pupils were unusually well. 

One child was found to have acute rheumatic 
fever and gotten under continued medical treatment. 
First aid was given to a case of a broken arm. The 
child was taken to a physician, an anaesthetic was giv- 
en and the arm satisfactorily set. Several cases of prob- 
lems in families were reported to the Welfare Agency 
and solutions were finally found to the problems. 

Several tonsil and adenoid clinics were held at 
the Wolfeboro hospital where 12 children were operated 
upon in June and July. We furnished our own help 
and Mary McKeen volunteered her services which were 
much appreciated by the hospital. 

The pupils all had the hearing test by the use of 
the Audiometer presented to these immediate districts 
by the American Legion. Very little trouble was found 
with the hearing of the pupils. 

The regular routine work was completed in New 
Durham. Some extra days were necessary, to get in the 
tonsil and adenoid clinic work in June and July. Fol- 
lowing will be found a statistical report of the school 
health work:
